that three American 


pilots who had been captured 
by North Vietnam have ar- 
rived at the Laotian capital on 
their way to freedom.

been given by North Vietnam

achievements in the Kellett reorganization 
act, 
as even some of those critics who 


complained so loudly about it a year ago 
are now acknowledging. 


Mr. Beale's experience, training, and 


stature -were so clearly fitted for the job 
that this newpaper felt 
no 
hesitation 


whatever in suggesting some months earli- 
er that he would be a logical choice as 
successor chief of the conservation division. 
In prime middle age, with superior educa- 
tional qualifications, and 
with 
a rich 


experience in the management of the state 
forest program which is the most impor- 
tant of the functions of the division in the 
long range, it would have been a surprise if 
any other person had been named. 


The conservation division is a compara- 


tively young one, as state agency longevity 
is measured. For all practical purposes, it 


dates from 1927, when the legislature set 
up the combination of policymaking board 
and an executive director in charge of 
administration. 


It is a revelation of the turbulent early 


years of the conservation program adminis- 
tration that until lately the tenure of its 
chief administrative officers was compara- 
tively brief. Mr. Voigt, in fact, served 
longer at his desk than any of the men who 
preceded him. 


In earlier times, moreover, there was 


less 
emphasis upon the technical and 


scientific aspects of conservation affairs.

professional training was in the field of 
personnel management, which the commis-

Beale is the first in the line of conservation 
directors who is a trained professional in 
one of the major fields of his division's 
responsibility, which is forestry.

division has been put into

Nations Must Make Their Own Way 


Wisconsin Report

Will be on Ballot 
This Fail in State

The two healthiest nations in Asia have 


come to their current position by different 
paths with a good deal of sound use of 
American foreign aid. Their successes so 
far indicate that political stability does not 
always have identical characteristics. 


While Red China staggers and struggles 


in an agony of purge, revolt and drastic 
attempts at cure, Japan and Taiwan have 
steadily progressed from 
the state of 


despair and extreme poverty both experi- 
enced within the last two decades. Japan is 
a democracy patterned after Great Brit- 
ain's parliamentary system. The Republic of 
China on Taiwan can probably best be 
described as a rigidly controlled republic 
with a great deal of authority at the top. 
But both are prospering. 


Since Japan rests, however uneasily at 


present, under the American nuclear 
umbrella, it has been able to afford a great 
deal of government assistance in develop- 
ing industries. With less than one seventh 
the population of mainland China, Japan's 
industrial production is twice as great and 
growing. Japan ranks first in the world as a 
builder of ocean-going ships and has held 
that position for 11 years. It is third in 
automobile production and sells more 
trucks in the United States than any other 
foreign nation. Japan's per capita income is 
rising 14 per cent a year. It's leadership in 


electronics and other technological skills is 
world acknowledged. 


Meanwhile, while Taiwan maintains a 


larger army than any in Europe, the United 
States helps pay for the military expendi- 
tures. What Chiang Kai-shek could not or 
would not do on the mainland of China he 
seems to have come near achieving on 
Taiwan. Extensive land reform, the pushing 
of industry and encouragement of foreign 
investment, pressure to eradicate corrup- 
tion all have contributed 
to Taiwan's 


increasingly 
healthy 
economic 
portrait. 


There has been a high cost to some — 
estimates put political prisoners still at 
5.000 and an unknown number of resentful 
Taiwanese were slaughtered in the early 
years _ but at this stage it is obvious that 
the Republic of China on Taiwan is a viable 
government with growing support from the 
Taiwanese people as well. 


The examples might suggest to Ameri- 


cans that in this badly divided world there 
may be many roads to political 
and 


economic stability — and that we do not 
necessarily have all the solutions. We may 
well decry the ruthlessness of the Chinese 
rule on Taiwan and what sometimes seems 
to be overtolerance of Japanese student 
riots, but every nation must find its own 


way — and some day Americans may even 
come to tolerate the Communist approach.

miles to the north of the line. Flemish 
students and faculty began to insist that 
the university's Walloon section be moved 
south of the border although the univer- 
sity's bilingual status was not supposed to 
be changed by the language law. Students 
began marching and singing "We Shall 
Overcome" for some vague reason Flemish 
ministers in the government supported the 
student-faculty demands although the uni- 
versity is not operated by the government.

There may be all kinds of

There misht 
have been some resentment, in 
both parties, toward the arti- 
fice indulged by the Republi- 
cans of running ''stand in" can- 
didates, and thus nullifying if 
not ridiculing the purpose of 
the presidential primary which 
Wisconsin pioneered so long 
ago. Wallace as it happened 
was opposing then Gov.

oi the Wallace votes here in 
1964 were in response to his 
principles and platform, such 
as they were. 


Let us suppose again that 


Richard Nixon is the nominee 
of the Republicans for the pres- 
idency 
and 
that President 


Johnson is renominated by the 
Democrats. 


COULD DEFEAT JOHNSON 


Then recall the Wisconsin 


election here of 1960, when Mr. 
Nixon defeated the late John 
F. Kennedy by t h e compara- 
tively narrow margin of about 
65,000 votes. It is apparent to 
the naked eye that Mr. Johnson 
is far less popular today than 
he was in 1964, when he carried 
Wisconsin by a literal land- 
slide. It is entirely conceivable 
that the fall balloting in Wis- 
consin may be close, and that 
Nixon (or another Republican) 
could defeat Mr. Johnson as he 
defeated Mr. Kennedy here, by 
a slight margin.

Performers are notoriously 


the most insecure people in the 
world, no matter how much 
fame, money, or adulation they 
may be receiving at any given 
moment. And their massive in- 
security should teach us some- 
thing about the nature of per-

Why are they so perpetually 


insecure, even (and especially) 
when they are on top of the 
heap? Because their sense of 
worth does not reside within 
themselves, but depends upon 
the approval of the outside 
world. More than any othei 
group, performers must judge 
their own value by the value 
that outsiders place upon them, 
from year to year. 


But the human organism 


cannot depend for its stability 
and equilibrium upon forces if 
is unable to control; in order 
to achieve any measure of in- 
ternal security, it must have 
it? renter "f emotional gravitv 


rooted within itself. Letting 
others perpetually decide if we 
are '"good" or "bad" is the 
road that leads to dementia, 
drink, drugs, and eventual dis- 
solution of the personality.

And this, of course, is one 


profound 
difference 
between
